at Jefferson Barracks. 


Thrown Into the Guard-House and 
Neglected When Sick. 


FINALLY DISCHARGED FROM THE SEE- 
VICE WHEN NOT ABLE TO WALK. 


Horrible Tale of a Young Ex-Soldier, Who 
Ie Now atthe Baptist Bospitel—His 
Statements Given a Semblanvs of 
Truth by the Barracks’ Records—Ool- 
Young’s Statement. 


Martin Peterson, a young man 22 years of 
age, until yesterday morning a United 
States soldier at Jefferson Barracks, is now 
lying in somewhat of a critical condition at 
the Baptist Hospital, Nineteenth and Carr 
streets, the result of an operation performed 
yesterday at noon, necessitated, it is alleged. 
by the inhuman treatment the ex-soldier re- 
ceived at the hands of the chief surgeon and 
other officers at Jefferson Barracks Curing 


the past three weeks. 

Peterson until the 8th of June, 1883, resided 
At 2 North Halstead street, Chicago. On 
that date he came to St. Louis to join the 
army, and on June. 9. 1883. he 
enlisted at Jefferson Barracks as a 
recruit of Troop B of the instruction regi- 
ment of Mounted Service to serve five years. 
He served until about three weeks ago, when 
he reported tothe commanding department 
that he could not ao duty longer until he re- 
ceived medical attention, as it was impos- 
sible for him to longer ride or walk owing to 
his condition. This was the signal for an 
jnvestication and the commencement of 
Peterson’s trouble. When seen last evening 
at the Baptist Hospital he had just been 
operated upon, and was lying on his cot in 
Ward 18 of the institution suffering excru- 


Clating pain. 

He gave his version of his trials and tribu- 
lations at the Barracks, which he pleaded to 
have printed in his own words. His story 
told between groans was as follows: 

PETERSON’S STORY. 

Ven I wentto the Barracks I was in 
good health and never had a blemishb on me. 
I left Chicago to go to the Barracks because I 
was a shoemaker h½ trade, and I was de- 
sirous of obtaining out door employment. I 
performed my duties asa soldier as long as 
J could work to the entire satisfaction of my 
superiors, I judge, forl was rarely ever re- 
primanded and was never placed in the 
guard house. Three weeks ago l contracted 
a disease which incapacitated metodo duty 
asrequired. [knewthatif I was taken to 
the hospital I would be on duty againin a 
week ortwo and accordingly reported my 
case to Ur. K. H.White, the chief surgeon of 
the hospital. After the case was reported to 
the commanding officer, Lieut.-Col. S. B. M. 
Young of the {th Cavalry, I was sent tothe 
hospital, where Iwas permitted to remain 
seven or eig it days without medicine or 
without attention. Noone asked about my 
case, or rather 1 was never examined during 
tieese eight days by any physician at the in- 
stitution. I was growing worse all the time 
and asked for some sort of medical atten- 
tion. Instead of receiving the desired atten- 
tion Dr. ajors informed Lieut. Bingham 
that I had sufficiently recovered to report for 
duty again, and 1 was taken before Com- 
mandin Officer B. M. Young, and afterwards 
before Lieut. Slocum, who had me dragged 
fo the guard-house because I was unable 
to work. Herel was kept in confinement for 
nine consecutive days without any attention 
of any kinga, and as my case was growing 
somewhat desperate, and I suffering untold 

ny each and every day, I begged to be 
neved from the guard-house, probably 
king some sort of a promise in order to 

n what little liberty I had left after join- 
gthearmy. The evening of the ninth day 
my imprisonment I was released. I think 
it was Friday night, but only to be locked up 
Again on Saturday for falling to do duty. 
When actually 1 could not move one foot 
after another. I was again kept confined in 

” -house without medical at- 
tention until Monday morning, when 
I was once more taken before 
the commanding officer Lieut. -Col, 
Young, who gave me my discharge without 
honors and turned me out of the inclosure 
without even my soldier clothes, a cent in 
my et, astranger in the city and nearly 
dead to-boot. Idid not care anything about 
my uniform as I had a suit of my own which I 
was permitted to take along. Icould not 
walk to the city. I had no money to ride, and 
I was sitting on the bank of theriver in silent

When Col. {Young 
was asked why Peterson was confined in the 
guard-house during bis sickness, he replied 
that he was confinedinacell by himself to 
keep the disease from spreading to other 
soldiers.

CHEROKEE OUTLET. 


Gist of the President's Proclamation 
Opening It for Settlement. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 22.—President 
Cleveland has issued a procla mation opening 
to settlement and homestead entry on 
Saturday, Sept. 16, 1895, at 12 o’clock 
noon, central standard time, all the lands 


except those specifically reserved recently 
acquired from the Cherokee nation andthe 
Tonkawaand Pawnee tribes inthe Indian 
Territory known as the Cherokee outlet. 

The lands now open to settlement are di- 
vided into seven counties, from K. to 
„„. inclusive, and their boundaries are 
described in detail. 

Instead of these county seats fonr acres 
are reserved for the site of a Court-house to 
be designated by a lot shown upon the 
oficial plot of sald reservation for county 
seat purposes, hereafter to be issued 
by the Commissioner of the general 
land office, the reservation to be 
additional to the reservations for parks, 
school land ond other purposes required to 
be made by sec. 220fthe act of May 2, 1890. 
In counties M, ene 
„r. end addition to the four 
acre reservations for country seat 
purposes, there isan additional reservation 
of one acre fora site for a land office. The 
land offices for the districts are to 
be located at the towns after 
which the districts are named. 

As to the terms of payment, the act under 
which the outlet 16 opened to settlement 
provides as follows:

An attempt was made to see Dr. White, 


BLOODY RIOT.

Two Men Killed and Several 
Others Seriously Injured. 


Trouble Precipitated by the Tearing 
Up of a Traction Railway. 


THE RAILROAD COMPANY WERE AC- 


COMPANIED BY MILITIA. ‘ 


The Taunts of the Crowd Provoked the 
Firing of the First Gun by a National 
Guardsman and the Killing of Richard 
Paifitt — A General Fight Immediately 
Ensued, Sticks, Stones and Rifles Be- 
ing Used — The Dead and Injared— 


Crime. 

GILBERTON, Pa., Aug. 22.— The tearing up of 
the Schuylkfill Traction Co. 's tracks here last 
night by the borough officials may result 
disastrously. When the company’s officials 
heard of the action of the Gilberton author- 
ities they immediately sent a force of men to 
try and effect an amicable settlement. 
Whenthe break in the road was reached 
President R. E. Jones, of the Traction com- 
pany, with Richard Amour, of Shena ndoah, 
Chief of Police, got off the car and 
in a few minutes had effected a settle- 
ment, and the work of tearing up the tracks 
was stopped. In the car wasa number of 
men taken on at Girardville, members of 
the National Guard, who had with them 
rifies belonging tothe company. While the 
railway officials were engaged in conversing 
with the borough officers some of the crowd 
taunted the men on board the car and called 
out: 

Where is the Girardville militia.’’ 

Aman named John Briggs of Girardville 
stepped out and said: 

Here we are, accompanying his saluta- 
tion with an oath. Leveling his rifle he fired 
into the crowd, killing Richard Paifitt, a 
spectator. ' 

Chief Amour and President Jones had set- 
tled the trouble and Briggs shot over Amour’s 
shoulder. This immediately enraged the 
people and stones were thrown; shots from 
the car became general and for a 
while a most terrific battle en- 
sued. Chief Amour tried to subdue 
the trouble, and while in the act of stopping 
his men was shot in the breast, and may 
die. It is supposed he was shot by one of 
hisown men. The dattle raged for an hour 
Or more, until the cooler headed people of 
Gilberton prevailed upon the crowd to dis- 
perse, and the dead ana injured were then 
looked after. 

In addition to Paifit, Willlam Hughes, aged 
19, of Gilberton, an on-looker, was shot and 
instantly killed. 

Richard Connors was shot in the hand and 
leg; not dangerous, 

Evan David, shot in leg, which will have to 
be amputated. 

James Hullihan had his skull fractured by a 
stone and may die. 

Briggs, who started the riot, was shot by a 
companion accidentally,and received a scalp 
wound, and aiso wounded in the leg. 

When the trouble had quieted down Briggs 
escaped,and running toward Manhoey Plain, 
hid in a barn, but was captured and to- 
gether with Arthur Wiville, also a member 
of the Girardvilile militia, was taken to the 
Pottsville jail. 

The people about Gilberton were infuriated 
atthe action of the railroad men, none of 
whom they claim were officials of the com- 
pany. Some were employes and some were 
outsiders picked up solely for the purpose of 
fighting. This is shown in the fact 
that rifles were borrowed from 
the members of the Girardville 
militia. Armour, when he saw trouble 
rising, tried his utmost to prevent bloodshed 
and is now sorry he allowed his men to be 
armed. Had there been no weapons in the 
posse’s hands no trouble would have arisen. 
Everything quieted down when the railroad 
company’s forces were withdrawn and out- 
side of an excited populance talking over the 
distarbance nothing has transpired to cause 
any repetition of the trouble.

The little girl he hung is 
not expected to live, and this fact makes the 
citizens thirsty for his diood. 


Throughout the night the man-hanters 
kept watch on the outskirts of the timber in 
which Meyers is concealed. Fires blazed at 
irregular intervals along the line 
of scouts and some slept

FULTON, Mo., Aug. 22.—Fred Neff, a des- 
perado, was killed near Portiand, twenty 
miles south of this city, in this county, Mon- 
day evening, by Charies Martin, a farmer. 


Neff overtook Martin and another man in the 
road, when he accosted Martin and said: 

**T understand you had me indicted?’’ 

‘*You are mistaken, sir, replied Martin. 

„Well, —— you, 1 DBelleve you did, an- 
swered Neff, and with this he pulled out his 
pisto! and hit Martin over the head. Martin 
took the pistol away from Neff and shot him 
through the breast. killing him instantly.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 22.—A mob of over 

0,000 unemployed laborers marched through 
the streets to the Court-house and called for 
the Mayor this morning. When Mayor 
Koch made his appearance he was greeted 
with cries of ‘‘breaa’’ and work. 
Several workmen made speeches and de- 
manded that the city officials go to Washing- 
ton and have the law which made hard times 
repealed. They said they must have 
work or their families would starve. 
Mayor Koch advised them to re- 
turn to their homes and procure 
work wherever they could. He said the city 
would soon have money enough to prosecute 
public improvements and give many men 
work. The mobthen retired. On the way 
to the Court-house the crowd looted a candy 
stand and — some of a fruit mer - 
chant’s stock. 

Last night a party of workmen which had 
just been discharged, — a baker's 
wagon on North avenue and compelled him 
to giveup his stock of bread. The same 
party went into a saloon and ordered beer, 
which they drank and refused to pay for.

He must be 
pardoned for believing nothing of the kind. The 
coid shipments are to be accounted for as part of 
the plan to sack the Treasury, which wasjto be ac- 
accompanied by a concerted outcry from the terror- 
stricken business ecircies and from the whole 
national banking system that nothing could restore 
confidence and eredit save the issuance of $300,- 
000, 000 of bouads. He had so desire to assail the 
national banks. It was the system he 
arraigned and not the individuals who 
condueted it. The wtunrestricted, usarestrained 
and unbridled wer of these banks 
whereby the circulation of money in the hands of 
the people can often and has fluctuated from a pros- 
perous maximum to a stansed minimum, consti- 
tuted a standing and frightful menace against the 
safety, the welfare and the bappiness of the greatest 
and most useful body of the American people. 
The idea presented was appalling and no other 
nation on earth had permitted such power to private 
arties. In the attempt to force the Government 
mto the attitude of a borrower, to escape bank- 
ruptey, the banks had endangered their own credit

The division in 
the free-coinage ranks foretold by the 
Post-DIsPATCH will probably be the only 
efiect of the attempt to unite the silver 
Democrats against the repeal of an act for 
which they all refused to vote.

“ THE POLICEMAR’s PISTOL. 

The disposition to condemn a police- 
man out Of hand for the use of his pistol is 
as reprehensible as the disposition to con- 
done his every act of violence in his of- 
ficial capacity. Both dispositions are 
manifest in the case of Officer Boehm, 
who shot Vinéent Killian. 

It may be laid down asa general prin- 
ciple that a policeman has no more right 
to use a révolver than the ordi- 
nary citizen. He is warranted in 
using it only in self-defense 
when in great bodily peril. He has no 
power over life and death. He cannot 
punish an offense, an attempt to escape 
or ordinary resistance, in which there is no 
menace to his own life or limb, with 
death. 

But in determining his criminal re- 
sponsibility for killing in the discharge of 
his duty several points in his favor must 
be given full weight. He must keep the 
peace and make arrests at any hazard. He 
continually takes his life in his hands and 
assumes great risks. He deals with des- 
perate and dangerous men. His duty 
compele him to earn the venge- 
ful hatred of the vicious. He 
is called upon frequently to exercise 
instant judgmentin a quéstion of life or 
death and his existence depends upon the 
promptness of his decision and action. 
While the authority of the law imposes 
upon him the exercise of the greatest care 
his duties subject him to the severest tests 
of patience and judgment. 

The natural impulse of the associates of 
victims of the policemen’s pistol, espe- 
cially when they are criminals, is to place 
the officer in the worst possible light, 
and they are often unscrupulous in the 
manufacture of evidence for this purpose. 
Officer Boehm may be guilty of murder, 
but he cannot be regarded as such until 
tried and convicted by the evidence in a 
court of law. Heisentitled toa fair trial 
and to a presumption of innocence until 
legally convicted.

Labor for Free Coinarze. 


To the Editor of the Poat- Dispatch: 

The communication in the Forum of last 
Saturday’s issue of the Postr-DIsPaTcHu, over 
the signature of D. C. Humphreys, draughts- 
man, reads like the emanations of one who 


has studied the gold-bug philosophy of 
finance assiduously, but in my estimation his 
series Of affirmations and deductions are 
purely speculative—as valueless in the arena 
of financial discussion as speculation in lots 
and bonds is in the marts of industry and 
trade. Neither has substantial asis. 
His ‘‘melting-pot’’ theory is rot and 
it sounds bad. He ought to Know that 
such a demand as he pictures would 
send silver toan equal Value of gold in a very 
short time, not speaking of the enhanced 
value afforded by the recognition of it as 
money of a staple government like the 
United States. The wage theory he also ad- 
vances sounds plausible, but where is his 
basis for such conclusions? It seems to me 
thatthe only thing that will increase the 
price of those things we consume is shortness 
ofsupply relative to demand. If wheatis 
scarce it ought to command a price, 
but under present conditions those who fix 
the price of gold also fix the price of wheat, 
and by bulling the one and bearing the other 
we see the latter selling at less than 60 * — 
a bushel. Under an expanded cur- 
rency, that could not be controlled by 
the speculators in foreign markets, this 
could not Ve, andthe farmer would havea 
show to live and save his farm from the Shy- 
locks’ gfasp. Business is dull when the gol- 
ume of purchasing power is low, and how 
could it be lower when the larger part of our 
population is being bodily buncoed out of the 
products of their labor above a bare sub- 
sistence? Expandthe currency and break 
the corner that Eastern and foreign Sshy- 
locks have placed upon it, and the wheels of 
— — 1 will revolve rapidly. the great agri- 
cultural class will be enabled to get a fair re- 
turn for their efforts, their purchasing 
power will be enhanced. This willincrease the 
demand for the productsof theloom and 
workshop and wages will rise. Our country 
is great enough and substantial enough to 
stand independent of forel nations. We 
are hot dependent on England, nor do we 
need English xoods. We can manufacture 
our own materials if England is going to get 
on her dignity because we do not do as she 
wants us to do, 

The Eastern and foreign money lenders are 
behind this contraction of the currency 
scheme and the West will never stand it. 
Mark the prediction. 

In conclusion I desire to say that the large 
m>»jority of workingmen are with the farm- 
ers in this fight and if a vote could be taken 
my assertion would be found true, All la bor 
organizations are in favor of bimetallismand 
would vote for free coinage.

George Evans, who keepsa meat shop at 
De Hodiamont, on the St. Louis & Suburban 
Electric road, appiled for a Warrant 
toeday against Frank De Lisle, Assistant sup- 
erintendent,and Michael Kane, foreman of the 
car house of the st.

Afterwards 
when Klein and Evans lett the house they 
were met by Kane and De Lisle. who, ac- 
cording to Klein’s story, began throwing 
bricks at them. kvans showed fight and he 
and Kane were soon rolling in the dust, while 
De Lisie prevented interference by flourishing 
his revolver. During the encounter Evans 
finger gotin Kane’s mouth and was broken 
before he got it out. A mounted officer com- 
ing along caused a cessation of hostilities. 

Prosecuting Attorney Kstep refused to Is- 
sue a Warrant and told the parties to let the 
case be settled in the police court. 

Evans wanted a warrant for mayhem 
against Kane, but as his finger was not 
chewed off his request was refused, 

Assistant Superintendent De Lisle,who was 
not arrested denied having thrown any 
bricks or flourished any revolver.

PRESIDENT WALTERS 16 SENDING MEN 
THERE TO PREVENT WORK, 


— 


Declares He Will Shortiy Mass 2,000 Op. 
structionists There—Alr°ady Three or 
Four Hundred Have Arrived—Sherift 
Swearing in Deputies and Sending for 
Gune—The Genera! Labor Situation. 

Toreka, Kan., Aug. 22.—Telegrams re- 
ceived here this morning show that the 
threats made by President Walters of the 

Coal Miners’ Union, to prevent miners going 

to work at Frontenac ia the Atchison, To- 

peka & Santa Fe Rallroad Co. s mines, were 


not idle. At a meeting held in Frontenac 
Sunday he said that the strikers 
sbould not carry out the contract 
made with the company until it 


has been sanctioned bythe union. He de- 
clared then that he would send 2,000 men to 
Frontenac to drive all persons from the 
mines. The first company of the 2,000 men, 
fifty in number, arrived at Frontenac last 
night and went into camp near the mines. 
At 8 o' clock this morning 300 more of Walters’ 
men arrived from Weir City and Pittsburg 
and went into camp. The manager of the 
mine called on the Sherif of Orawford 


County, who deputized as many 
merchants and professional men as 
he coula find before day break 


this morning, and started for the scene of 
the threatened battle. Guns were telegraphed 
for to all of the neighboring towns by Man- 
ager Wilson, who is in charge of the Santa 
Fe mines, and every possible preparation 
was made to protect miners who desired to 
resume work. The Sheriff is handicapped in 


getting men sufficient to cope with 
the Walters crowd, and if the threat- 
ened clash comes he will be com- 


pelled to ask the Governor for the 
militia. Thirty men went to work in the 
minesat 6 o’clock this morning, but the 
presence of Walters and crowd intimidated 
a large majority of those who signed the 
agreement. Twohundred were ready to go 
into pits this morning, but they were pre- 
vented from doing so by Walters and his 
mob. The company will resist with all the 
force that it is able to muster any attempt of 
the strikers to move upon the company’s 
employes, and unless Walters backs down 
from his present warlike attitude, blood will 
surely follow to-day. 


"LOXGSHOREMEN STRIKE. 

New YORK, Aug. 23.—Over 1,000 longshore - 
men struck yesterday on the piers, of the 
Mallory, Ward and Clyde lines against 
reduction of 5 cents an hour in thelr 
wages. The steamers ofthe Ward line are 
the Untted States mail steamers and are 
bound by contract to sail on time. The men 
objected to the retention of Assistant super 
intendent Shields, who, they assert, is a 
slave driver, and say he ‘must go or be trans- 
ferred to some other position. The men on 
the other lines where the reduction was an- 
nounced quit in a body. No violence as yet 
has been attempted. At the pliers of the 
companies named work is at a complete 
standstill with the exception of Pier 29 of the 
Clyde line, where a number of Swedes have 
been secured at 25 cents per hour. 


DISLIKE THE NEW RULES, 
VIRGINIA.

MISSOURI CROP BULLETIN. 


Temperature Below Normal— Average 
Sunshine—Weil- Distributed Rainfall. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 2.— During the past 
week the temperature has averaged slightly 
below the normal, with fully the average 
amount of sunshine attending. The rainfall 
has been confined to local showers and thun- 
derstorms, and though generally light was 
fairly well distributed and of inestimable 
benefitin refreshing crops and stock and 
facilitating work generally. Rainfalls of 
one inch or more were reported from 
the following counties: Holt, Nod- 
away, Worth, Gentry, Andrew, 
Daviess, Grundy, — —e Caldwell, 
Clinton, Buchanan, Linn, Macon, Schuyler, 
Cole, M gomery, Barton, Scott, Scotland, 
Jasper Newton. Though late crops es- 
pecially ought to pront from the con f ions 
that have prevailed during the week, Many 
sections yet report drought conditions as 
prevailing and late corn and potatoes as 
plainly showing the detrimental effects. 
Another heavy general rain is needed at once 
to accelerate the growth and fMillingof late 
crops everywhere and to put the ground in 
condition for plowing and seeding. Light 
grain shipments continue, but prices rule 
low and much grain is being stored for better 
times and prices. 

Corn seems to be the farmers’ lasthope this 
year and the major portion of the State yet 
promises an excellent quantity and quality 
of his staple.

NEW YORK WILL BE REPRESENTED BY 
A AGGREGATION OF CHAMPIONS. 


Arrangements Feng Made by the Fas- 
time Club to Secure the Big Guns for 
the Local Games—A Revival of Steeple- 
chasing—Cycling Chat—General Sport- 


ing News. 


The biggest athletic meeting ever heid in 
this country will take place at Chicago next 
month and local athietes who can not attend 
to see the national championsbips won and 
lost willhavea chance to see the victors at 
the Pastime’s games which are scheduled for 
Tuesday, Sept. 19, following immediately the 
Chicago tournaments, Arrangements are be- 
ing made to bring down the winners of the 
championship events and have them 
compete in the local games. This is an easier 
matter than would appear atfirst diush, as 
it is easier to pick the winner of an athletic 
championship than of a horse race. Secretary 
James EK. Sullivan of the Atlantic division of 
the A. A. U. says New York will carry off 
nine-tenths of the champlionships. There 
are twenty-five men inthe East traioing for 
the games, and they are certainly represen- 
tative men in their specialties. The ‘‘winged 
foot’’ contingent, as the New York Atbletic 
Club team will be called, will bave big 
Jim Mitchell in the weights, and Jim holds 
the world’s records for throwing the 56 
pound weight, either distance or height, and 
the 16-pound hammer. His record for the 
latter is 145 feet % inch. George R. Gray 
willtry to improve on his world’s record of 
46 feet 7% inches for putting the 16-pound 
shot. The club’s sprinters will be W. M. 
Richards of Yale, who can do 100 yards in 
10 1-56. E. W. Allen is another Yalensian 
who has reached the 10 1-58. mark. T. J. Lee 
is still another sprinter at the same mark. 
But every one agrees that if Harry Jewett of 
Detroit competes the 100 and 220-yard dashes 
will be at his mercy. Jewett, however, has 
not trained an hour this year. Then there 
is Tommy Shearman, the great mile 
walker. Unless young Brokaw of Princeton 
agrees to compete the club will have no 
representative inthe quarter milerun. In 
the high and broad jump the club will be 
represented by A. P. Schwaner, who holds 
the world’s record for both events. 

Besides the New Yorks the New Jersey 
Athletic Club will send out a team of very 
formidable athletes. Fred Puffer ought to 
have the hurdles at his mercy. Then E. W. 
Gof,the ex-Manhattanite, holds the world’s 
record for the hop, step anadjump, He has 
come within half an inch of the world’s 
record for the broad jump, and he can dos 
feet „ inch in the running high jump. 
He is the present all- roun cham.- 
pion. Wilile Day, who is considered the 
“greatest long distance runner in the land, wii! 
represent the Jerseyites in the five-mile 
run. Heholdsevery American record from 
one and a half to four miies. 

Ihe Xavier Athletic Club will send out 
their phenomenal high jumper, Mike 
Sweeney, whoholds the world’s record at 6 
feet 4% inches. Sweeney has a sore heel now, 
butifhe is in condiiion he has his event at 
his mercy. 

Last, but not least, little Tommy Conneff, 
the world renowned long distance runner, 
willcarry the colors of the Holy Cross Ly- 
ceum.

Steeplechase Rac'ng. 


The steeplechase course at the Fair Grounds 
is without a doubt the most picturesque and 
serviceable on any race track in the West. 
The water jump and the hedge hurdles are 
unequaled in many respects, although 
Washington ark has a course not to be 
despised. The upper end of the infleld at the 


aristocratic Chicago track is swampy for 
some time after a heavy dovn pour, which 
makes it unsale to a certain extent for the 
jumpers. In this respect the Fair 
Grounds course, not being 
to this drawback, has a slight advant- 
age. Steeplechase racing, however, since 
the time Ed Corrigan’s great jumper Ten- 
nessee, retired trom the arena, has been per- 
mitted to die out. This cannot be accounted 
for on the grounds that tue general public 
donot care for the sport, as even the most 
prejudiced must admit than an ordinary 
steeplechase contest, inthe days gone by, 
aroused more enthusiasm than many a nose 
Onish on the flat in recent years. Of course 
the skeptical will say racing nowadays has 
degenerated into a business with nearly all 
the spectators, very few of whom tare much 
whether the winner won by a whisker ora 
mile, as long as they are enabled to cash a 
ticket after the race, but the regulars 
at Hawthorne, where a jumping 
race is carded every other day, make 
twice as much nolse over a race of 
this kind as they do over the ordinary 
events.
